MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS,  MAY  1973 


Amendment; 

Eastern  Ohio-Western  Pennsylvania  -  May  1  (38  FR  8172,  3/29/73).  This  action  adds  another  advertising  and  promotion 
program  to  the  list  of  Federal  order  markets  that  have  incorporated  similai  programs  into  their  orders. 

The  program  will  be  funded  by  a  five  cent  per  hundredweight  deduction  on  producer  milk  pooled.  The  funds  are 
turned  over  to  an  agency  of  producers  and  producers'  representatives  who  are  responsible  for  expending  the 
available  funds  on  various  programs.  Requests  for  refunds  and  budgets  are  to  be  made  quarterly.  The  provisions 
dealing  with  the  operation  of  the  agency  become  effective  on  May  1,  and  the  provisions  that  deal  with  the 
funding  of  the  agency  become  effective  July  1. 


Termination; 


Chicago  Regional  -  May  7  (38  FR  11339,  5/7/73).  This  action  terminates  the  advertising  and  promotion  program  that 
became  effective  with  respect  to  marketings  on  and  after  October  1,  1972.  The  provisions  dealing  with  the 
five-cent  per  hundredweight  deduction  on  producer  milk  pooled  during  the  month  are  terminated  with  respect  to 
marketings  on  and  after  April  1,  1973*  The  provisions  concerning  the  agency  and  its  operation  will  be  terminated 
June  30,  1973,  to  allow  the  agency  to  meet  its  obligations  for  the  second  quarter  of  the  year.  The  provision
